FINANCE  BILL  AMENDMENTS. 

Mr.  Dodd  gave  an  account  of  the  proceedings  at  the  meeting  called  by 
the  Associated  Chambers  to  consider  amendments  to  the  Finance  Bill.  The 
discussion  related  principally  to  methods  of  assessing  war  profits,  depreciation 
of  plants,  assessment  of  Co-operative  Societies  to  income  tax  (their  excess 
profits  will  be  taxed),  the  position  of  professional  men's  incomes,  and  the 
employment  of  capital  in  businesses.  A  deputation  went  to  the  Chancellor 
of  the  Exchequer,  and  (said  Mr.  Dodd)  the  Bill,  as  printed,  showed  marks 
of  it. 

The  thanks  of  the  Council  for  his  attendance  and  report  were  expressed.

A  coniniunication  was  rcccivc^l  from  the  Associated  Chambers,  enclosinj^ 
letter  received  by  them  from  Mr.  A.  M.  Samuel,  member  of  the  Norwich 
Chamber,  on  the  subject  of  a  threatened  flooding;-  of  British  markets  with  cheap 
(iermau  floods  after  the  war,  and  in'g'inj^  the  (Government  to  take  steps  well 
in  advance  to  avert  the  danger.     It  was  decided  to  support  the  resolution. 

GOODS  FOR   Nl'.in'RAL  COIINTRIKS. 

A  second  communication  from  the  Associated  Chambers  had  reference 
to  the  dilliculty  of  getting-  g-oods  to  neutral  countries,  and  it  was  decided  to 
support  action  with  a  view  to  improvement. 

ANILINE  DYES. 

It  was  decided  to  also  support  a  proposal  for  the  Government  to  further 
assist  the  production  of  aniline  dyes  in  this  country. 

ACCOUNTS. 

The  Accounts,  as  passed  by  the  General  Purposes  and  Finance  Committee, 
together  with  lo  guineas  towards  the  local  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Fund  voted 
earlier  in  the  meeting,  were  ordered  to  be  paid. 

ANNUAL  MEETING. 

It  was  decided  to  hold  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Chamber  on  Wednesday, 
December  15th  at  8  p.m. 


Returned  Empties  by  Railway. 

The  demands  upon  railways  for  the  conveyance  of  Government  stores,  and 
munitions,  and  foodstuffs,  have  been  very  great,  but  it  is  very  probable  that 
these  demands  will  increase  in  intensity. 

It  is  very  desirable,  therefore,  that  a  method  or  methods  might  be 
discovered  which  will  minimise  this  returned  empty  problem.  The  following 
method  has  just  come  under  notice,  and  is  now  actually  operating  in  certain 
directions.     It  can  be  fully  explained  thus  : — 

Goods  in  returnable  boxes,  cases,  etc.,  are  regularly  passing  between 
big  centres — Birmingham  is  sending  such  packages  to  Mancester ;  Man- 
chester is  sending  such  packages  to  Birmingham.  Under  the  present 
system,  when  the  packages  are  emptied,  the  empty  boxes,  cases,  etc.,  have 
to  be  returned  from  Manchester  to  Birmingham  in  the  one  instance,  and 
from  Birmingham  to  Manchester  in  the  other.  In  order  to  get  over  the 
difficulty  through  the  railways  not  being  able  to  freely  convey  returned 
empty  packages,  when  the  empties  at  Manchester  are  ready  they  are  there 
handed  over  to  a  firm  sending  goods  to  Birmingham,  are  filled  with  such 
goods,  and  reach  Birmingham  without  difficulty.  On  arrival  they  are 
emptied  and  at  once  transferred  to  the  original  senders. 

As  already  stated,  firms  in  Birmingham,  London,  Manchester,  Coventry, 
and  other  places,  have  already  adopted  this  method,  and  are  helping  their 
businesses  materially.  The  idea  is  a  novel  one,  but  it  is  undoubtedly  open  to 
considerable  development,  and  traders  who  have  tried  it  are  well  satisfied,  as 
it  has  enabled  them  to  avoid  inconvenience  and  difficulty  brought  about 
because  the  railways  have  considerably  reduced  staffs  owing  to  the  large 
number  of  their  men  who  have  enlisted,  etc.,  and  have  to  meet  extraordinary 
demands  in  the  conveyance  of  Government  stores  and  munitions. 
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Business  and  the  War. 

The  spirit  we  bring"  to  bear  on  the  position  in  which  we  find  ourselves  at 
this  juncture  will  have  a  big-  influence  on  the  course  of  international  events 
in  the  near  future.  It  is  useless  to  lament  that  we — or  those  who  are  acting- 
authoritatively  for  us — have  not  made  more  satisfactory  progress  towards  a 
successful  ending  of  the  war.  We  are  going-  to  face  the  situation  as  if  the 
task  were  just  beginning,  with  fresh  determination  to  see  the  thing  through. 
Business  on  normal  lines  is  out  of  the  question  under  present  conditions,  and 
the  sooner,  therefore,  we  can  clear  up  the  terrible  tangle  we  and  practically 
all  other  European  nations  are  involved  in,  the  sooner  we  can  get  back  to  our 
ordinary  avocations  and  start  the  reconstruction  that  will  be  necessary. 
Taking  into  account  the  fact  that  we  w^ere  unprepared,  except  as  regards 
our  Navy,  for  such  a  tremendous  war,  the  achievements  of  having  kept  the 
German  and  Austrian  offensive  at  bay  is  a  great  one.  The  credit  for  the 
military  operations  is,  of  course,  largely  due  to  our  allies,  France  and  Russia. 
This  has  enabled  our  authorities,  under  the  direction  of  Lord  Kitchener  and 
others,  to  make  preparations,  and  it  must  be  remembered  that  from  the  outset 
he  warned  the  country  to  look  forward  to  a  three  years'  conflict.  The  events 
of  the  past  year  have  shown  that  any  kind  of  peace,  apart  from  a  peace 
brought  about  by  the  victory  of  the  allied  nations,  is  unthinkable.  Europe 
must  be  made  a  safe  place  to  live  in,  and  the  world  must  be  allowed  to  get  on 
with  its  affairs  without  another  calamity  of  the  kind  from  which  it  is  now 
suffering.     Let  us  keep  a  stiff  upper  lip  and  get  on  with  the  grim  business.

Monthly  Proceedings  of  the  Association  of  Chambers 
of  Commerce  of  the  United  Kingdom. 

A  Meeting  of  the  Executive  Council  was  held  at  the  Westminster  Palace 
Hotel  on  Tuesday,  the  9th  November,  Sir  Algernon  F.  Firth,  Bt.  (President) , 
in  the  chair. 

TRADE  AFTER  THE  WAR. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Arthur  M.  Samuel,  who  said  he  moved  it  in  the 
interests  of  the  working  classes  of  the  country,  seconded  by  Mr.  G.  Palliser 
Martin,  the  following-  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted  and  will  be  trans- 
-  mitted  to  the  Prime  Minister,   the   Chancellor  of  the   Exchequer,    and  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  : — 

"  Inasmuch  as  large  numbers  of  our  soldiers  will  return  to  industrial 
employment  after  the  war,  it  is  necessary  to  look  ahead  in  order  that 
nothing  may  be  allowed  to  occur  likely  to  lessen  their  opportunity  of 
obtaining  employment  and  a  livelihood. 

"It  is  thought  that  Germany  may  pour  into  this  country  large 
quantities  of  manufactured  g-oods,  at  low  prices,  in  competition  with  the 
products  of  our  working  people,  depriving-  our  people  of  a  market  and 
thereby  reducing-  employment. 

This  Council  beg  to  warn  His  Majesty's  Government  of  such  a 
possibility,  and  consider  that  the  Government  should  be  prepared  well 
in  advance  with  a  considered  and  matured  plan,  to  prevent  unemployment 
caused  by  the  action  of  German  manufacturers,  and  to  secure  continuity 
of  business  for  those  who  have  undertaken  enterprises  w^ith  the  hope  of 
obtaining  a  portion  of  the  trade  formerly  done  in  competition  with  British 
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subjects  by  lliosc  countries  willi  whom  we  are  at  present  at  war.  This 
Council  stronf^-ly  impress  upon  His  Majesty's  Government  the  necessity 
of  deciding;-  its  policy  in  connection  with  this  question  before  the  time 
shall  have  arrived  when  the  feared  mischief  may  have  be^un,  shortly 
after  the  conclusion  of  Peace  and  the  re-opening  of  the  markets  of  the 
world." 

In  connection  with  the  above  resohition  the  special  attention  of  the 
Chambers  is  drawn  to  the  following-  information  supplied  by  the  Sheffield 
Chamber  re^^arding-  the  work  done,  and  action  taken,  by  the  (ierman  War 
Committee  of  German  Industry.  The  document  shows  that  the  possibility 
feared  by  the  Executive  Council  will  actually  arise. 

WAR   COMMITTEE   OF   GERMAN  INDUSTRY. 

Under  the  chairmanship  of  Mr,  I-^oetg-er,  Deputy  I^ieutenant  ex-officio,  there 
was  held  on  September  20th  a  meeting  (at  which  an  extraordinary  number 
of  persons  were  present)  of  the  Central  Union  of  German  Merchants  and  of 
the  Federation  of  Merchants  for  the  discussion  of  the  tasks  confronting- 
the  Foreign  Trade  Department  formed  by  the  War  Committee  of  German 
Trade. 

Professor  Dr.  Bernhard  Harms,  of  Kiel,  of  the  Society  for  the  Promotion 
of  the  Institute  for  Maritime  Traffic  and  World  Commerce,  g-ave  a  very 
attractive  lecture  on  the  necessity  for  a  careful  cultivation  t)f  German  trade  after 
the  war,  and  at  the  same  time  pointed  out  that  even  during-  the  war  the 
necessary  steps  therefore  must  be  taken. 

One  thing  necessary  for  this  purpose  was  a  systematic  investigfation  of 
the  World's  commercial  conditions.    Both  practice  and  science  must  render 
their  services    in    this    matter.     Modern    commercial    science    excludes  all 
political  aims.      Analysis  and  casual  investig-ations  are  its  functions.  For 
this  reason  it  requires  the  most  intimate  relationship  with  practice. 

The  speaker  recommended  in  the  warmest  possible  manner  the  developr 
ment  of  the  Institute  for  Maritime  Traffic  and  World's  Commerce,  and  his 
statements  were  vigorously  applauded. 

An  animated  discussion  followed  in  which  amongst  others  Dr.  Johannes 
Merz,  Director  Meesmann,  General  Director  Muller,  Dr.  Markiwiez,  Privy 
Councillor  Busley,  Deputy  Dr.  Benmer,  Dr.  Heimann,  Director  Hosemann, 
Privy  Councillor  Ziese  and  Professor  Dr.  Harms,  took  part.  At  the  con- 
clusion the  following  resolution  was  adopted  : — 

The  Committees  of  the  Federation  of  Merchants  and  of  the  Central 
Union  of  German  Merchants  note  with  satisfaction  the  comprehensive 
and  successful  labours  which  the  Foreign  Trade  Department  of  the  War 
Committee  of  German  Trade  have  accomplished  since  the  commencement 
of  the  war  and  the  results  thereof,  which  have  been  printed  in  the  Trans- 
actions of  the  War  Committee  and  regularly  published  so  far  as  they 
can  promote  further  expansion. 

The  Committees  of  the  two  Associations  are  of  opinion  that  the  numerous 
attempts  made  by  enemy  foreign  countries  to  systematically  strangle  and 
exclude  German  commercial  competition  after  the  war  will  require  an  intelli- 
g-ently  organised  expansion  of  German  exports  as  well  as  of  German  world's 
commercial  interests  altogether,  in  order  to  remove  the  injuries  broug-ht  about 
by  the  war.  They  approved  and  welcomed  the  preparatory  steps  which  have 
been  undertaken  and  set  on  foot  by  the  Foreign  Trade  Department  of  the 
War  Committee  of  the  German  Industry  for  the  furtherance  of  German 
commerce  in  the  domain  of  foreign  trade. 
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The  meeting  considered  the  further  developments  of  the  Foreign  Trade 
Department  in  this  direction  to  be  urgent,  and  stated  their  intention  of  entering 
into  communication  with  other  commercial  Associations  and  Institutes  which 
are  adapted  and  willing  to  co-operate  in  the  problems  arising  in  this  domain, 
so  as  in  this  way  to  do  justice  to  the  widely  ramified  interests  of  the  Father- 
land in  foreign  trade.  These  attempts  at  furtherance  of  exports  can,  how- 
ever, only  be  successfully  carried  out  when  the  greatest  possible  State  support 
is  accorded  them  both  by  the  home  Imperial  authorities  as  well  as  by  the 
representatives  of  the  Empire  abroad.  Further  treatment  of  these  questions 
would  be  gone  into  by  the  Board  of  the  War  Committee  of  German  Industry 
without  delay,  and  if  necessary  by  means  of  Commissions  to  be  specially 
formed. 

WAR  TRADE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  Council  had  under  consideration  the  views  of  Chambers  on  the 
administration  of  the  War  Trade  Department,  and  on  the  motion  of  Mr. 
Beardshaw  (Sheffield) ,  seconded  by  Mr.  Renwick  (Newcastle) ,  the  following 
resolution  was  unanimously  adopted  : 

"  The  Executive  Council  of  the  Association  of  Chambers  of  Com- 
merce of  the  United  Kingdom  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  maintenance 
and,  where  possible,  the  increase  of  the  Export  Trade  of  this  country 
is  vital  to  the  interests  of  the  nation,  especially  at  this  juncture,  in  con- 
nection with  the  position  of  the  foreign  exchanges,  and  they  therefore 
consider  that  His  Majesty's  Government  should  afford  all  reasonable 
facilities  and  every  possible  encouragement  for  the  maintenance  and 
increase  of  this  trade. 

"  Whilst  recognising  the  necessity  of  prohibiting  the  export  of  certain 
classes  of  goods,  and  without  questioning  the  policy,  the  Council  are  of 
opinion  that  the  administration  of  the  policy  by  the  War  Trade  Depart- 
ment is  unduly  hindering  the  Export  Trade. 

"The  delays  in  the  issue  of  licences  and  the  difference  in  the  treat- 
ment of  applications  are  the  most  frequent  causes  of  complaint,  and  this 
Council,  whilst  recognising  with  pleasure  the  offer  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  War  Trade  Department  to  institute  a  special  method  of  investigating 
all  such  complaints,  requests  Lord  Emmott  to  receive  a  deputation."

A  deputation  consisting  of  Sir  Algernon  Firth,  Bt.  (President) ,  Rt.  Hon. 
Lord  Southwark  (Vice-President),  Mr.  E.  Parkes,  M.P.  (Hon.  Secretary), 
Mr.  Hobson  (Sheffield) ,  Mr.  Musgrave  (Secretary,  London) ,  Mr.  Herbert 
Shaw  (Secretary,  Newcastle) ,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Association,  was 
received  by  the  Rt.  Hon.  Lord  Emmott,  G.C.M.G. ,  on  the  morning  of  the 
nth  inst.  The  views  of  the  Chambers  were  placed  before  Lord  Emmott  and 
the  Secretary  of  the  Department  by  Sir  Algernon  Firth,  Mr.  Hobson,  Mr. 
Shaw  and  Mr.  Musgrave.  Lord  Emmott  assured  the  deputation  that  he  fully 
fully  alive  to  the  necessities  of  our  Export  Trade,  but  his  department  was 
often  blamed  when  he  was  not  responsible.  He  promised  that  all  cases 
brought  to  his  notice  would  be  carefully  looked  into,  and  he  would  do  all  in 
his  power  to  meet  the  wishes  of  the  Association. 

MUNITION    FACTORIES  :    DEPRECIATION  ALLOWANCES,. 

The  following  replies  have  been  received  to  the  Council's  letters  of  the 
5th  October  (see  Oct.  Prog.  pp.  112-13)  asking  for  information  as  to  the 
system  of  assessing  the  rate  of  depreciation  on  plant,  buildings,  etc.,  which 
have  been  installed  for  the  making  of  munitions  : —

I  am  directed  by  the  Minister  of  Munitions  to  refer  to  your  letter  of  the 
5th  October  requesting  information  as  to  the  method  which  will  be  followed 
in  assessing  depreciation  on  plant,  buildings,  etc.,  in  certain  cases. 

I  am  to  state  that  in  both  the  cases  mentioned,  the  matter,  so  far  as  it 
may  arise  in  connection  with  the  provisions  of  the  Munitions  of  War  Act  in 
respect  of  the  limitation  of  profits,  would  appear  to  be  one  for  special  con- 
sideration in  each  case,  with  a  view  to  the  particular  circumstances  of  the 
case. 

I  am  to  enclose  for  your  information  a  copy  of  the  Munitions  (Limitation 
of  Profits)  Rules  191 5.

The  following  letter  has  been  received  from  the  Inland  Revenue  : — 

Inland  Revenue,  Somerset  House,  W.C. 
Sir,  5th  November. 

I  have  laid  before  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  your  letter  of  the  5th 
ultimo  on  the  subject  of  the  rate  of  depreciation  of  new  plant  and  buildings 
installed  for  the  purpose  of  making  munitions  to  be  allowed  in  arriving  at 
the  balance  of  profits  and  gains  for  Income  Tax  purposes. 

With  reference  thereto  I  am  to  state  that  allowance  can  only  be  made  at 
the  present  time  for  the  diminished  value  by  reason  of  wear  and  tear  of  the 
plant  of  manufacturers  of  munitions  in  accordance  with  the  general  provisions 
of  Section  12  of  the  Customs  and  Inland  Revenue  Act,  1878. 

The  question  of  any  allowance  for  plant  which  may  become  wholly  or 
partly  useless  after  the  war  can  only  be  considered  when  the  circumstances 
actually  arise.

RESERVED  OCCUPATIONS  COMMITTEE. 

The  special  attention  of  the  Chambers  is  drawn  to  the  following  important 
Board  of  Trade  announcement  (Nov.  loth,  1915)  : — 

Occupations  from  which  Enlistment  should  be  Restricted. 

An  inter-departmental  Advisory  Committee  is  engaged  in  preparing 
lists  of  reserved  occupations,  i.e.,  occupations  from  which  enlistments 
should  be  restricted,  in  view  of  the  necessity  of  maintaining  the  trade  of 
the  country  as  far  as  possible. 

Representations  from  employers  with  reference  to  indispensable  and 
irreplaceable  classes  of  labour  should  be  addressed  to  :  The  Secretary, 
Reserved  Occupations  Committee,  Board  of  Trade,  Gwydyr  House,  White- 
hall, S.W. 

The  Secretary  finds  that  this  Committee  is  receiving  representations  from 
trades  and  trade  associations  only.

RECRUITING  FROM  UNCONTROLLED  ESTABLISHMENTS. 

The  attention  of  the  Chambers  is  drawn  to  the  following  announcement 
of  November  i8th,  191 5  : — 

Lord  Derby  has  received  many  letters  too  numerous  to  answer  personally 
from  employers  who  are  placed  in  difficulties  owing  to  the  desire  of  their 
employees  to  enlist.  Lord  Derby  recognises  with  gratitude  the  evident  desire 
of  the  majority  of  employers  to  assist  him  to  find  the  necessary  number  of 
recruits.  He  is  unable  to  give  individual  advice  in  each  case,  but  as  a  general 
recommendation  he  would  urge  employers  to  let  those  of  their  men  who  wish 
to  do  so  enlist  under  the  group  system  and  be  placed  in  Army  Reserve  B. 
This  will  in  the  first  place  give  time  before  the  group  is  called  up  to  arrange, 
if  possible,  to  find  a  temporary  substitute.  But  if  a  substitute  cannot  be 
found,  and  the  man  is  considered  essential  to  any  business  of  national  import- 
ance, or  indeed  to  any  business  conducted  for  the  general  good  of  the 
community,  the  local  tribunal  will  have  power  to  recommend  his  relegation  to 
a  later  group.  Under  the  group  system  the  man  after  enlistment  is  at  liberty 
at  once  to  return  to  his  civil  employment.  He  will  receive  an  armlet  to  show 
he  has  enlisted. 

Men  who  enlist  on  the  group  system  are  giving  just  as  good  service  to 
the  State  as  if  they  enlisted  and  joined  the  colours  immediately. 

Nobody  recognises  more  thoroughly  than  Lord  Derby,  not  only  the 
absolute  necessity  for  keeping  going  the  industries  essential  to  the  maintenance 
of  the  war,  but  also  the  great  desirability  of  keeping  up  our  export  trades. 
He  will  do  all  he  can  to  assist  traders  generally,  but,  on  the  other  hand,  traders 
must  recognise  the  importance  of  letting  as  many  of  their  men  enlist  as 
possible,  and  must  therefore  do  all  in  their  power  to  secure  their  work  being 
done  by  women  or  by  men  disqualified  by  age  or  medical  unfitness  for  service. 

NOTE  BY  SECRETARY  OF  THE  ASSOCIATION. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Association  is  informed  that  employers  in  uncon- 
trolled establishments  should  place  a  notice  in  their  works  informing  the 
men  that  the  work  which  the  firm  is  doing  is  essential  work  for  the  British 
Government,  or  in  the  country's  interests,  and  that  before  they  enlist,  or  at 
the  time  of  enlistment,  they  should  inform  the  recruiting  officer  that  they  are 
employed  by  a  firm  whose  work  is  necessary  for  the  carrying  on  of  the  war, 
and  that  their  services  are  essential.  The  men  enlisted  will  then  be  placed 
in  Group  B.,  and,  when  they  are  called  up,  the  objections  of  the  employers 
to  their  recruitment  will  be  considered  by  the  local  tribunals.  This  arrange- 
ment, of  course,  only  applies  to  men  who  are  willing  to  remain  with  the 
employers  after  enlistment,  until  called  up. 

Any  man  in  an  uncontrolled  establishment  who  wishes  to  enlist  cannot 
be  compelled  to  return  to  the  works  against  his  will.

A  final 
programme  will  be  issued  immediately  after  the  Council  meeting  on  Tuesday, 
8th  February,  and  resolutions  for  the  final  programme  must  be  sent  in  by  the 
morning  of  Friday,  4th  February.

Mr.  Bill  reported  that  the  recent  vote  of  this  Chamber  for  a  tax  on  im- 
ported silk  had  received  attention  of  a  Lyons  silk  journal,  and  had  been  put 
down  for  discussion  by  some  of  the  Chambers  in  the  North  of  Enudand. 


Trade  after  the  War. 

Accofding"  to  the  usually  well-informed  London  correspondent  of  the 
"  Birming-ham  Daily  Post,"  a  movement  is  on  foot  in  Parliament  to  elicit  from 
the  Government  a  statement  as  to  its  intentions  on  international  trading-  after 
the  war.  The  idea  is  to  secure  from  the  Cabinet  a  declaration  that  the  com- 
mercial policies  of  our  Empire  and  the  Allies  will  be  directed  ag^ainst  the 
Central  l*owers  on  a  definite  plan.  Motions  to  this  effect  will  be  placed  on  the 
House  of  Commons  order-paper,  and  it  is  said  the  Government  are  prepared 
to  g"ive  facilities  for  discussion.  The  old  barrier  between  Free  Traders  and 
Tariff  Reformers,  it  is  stated,  has  been  obliterated  by  the  war,  and  the  only 
question  at  stake  in  this  matter  is  claimed  to  be  how  best  to  establish  a 
commercial  system  which  will  deal  a  heavy  blow^  at  German  trade.  The  step 
sugg-ested  is  asserted  by  its  authors  to  amount  to  the  mobilisation  against 
the  enemy  of  our  economic  streng;th  as  well  as  that  of  our  allies,  and  in  this 
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the  Government,  it  is  felt  by  the  promoters  of  the  movement,  should  take  a 
lead.  Speaking-  the  other  day  at  the  Walsall  Chamber  of  Commerce,  the 
president,  Mr.  C.  F.  Hurst,  suggested  that  if  the  Government  had  not  the 
time  to  attend  to  this  matter  a  committee  of  business  men  should  be  formed 
to  do  so,  and  that  there  should  be  two  tariffs,  one  for  our  friends  and  one 
for  our  enemies.  It  was  noteworthy,  he  alleged,  that  many  people  who  were 
once  Free  Traders  were  now  strongly  in  favour  of  tariff's,  directed  prin- 
cipally, we  presume,  against  Germany.  It  is  an  open  secret  that  Germany 
is  at  the  present  time  preparing  to  Mood  the  markets  with  her  accumulated 
stocks  of  goods  the  moment  the  war  is  over.  It  is  the  German  plan — the 
plan  that  failed  in  the  attempt  to  get  to  Paris  by  sheer  weight  of  numbers 
in  the  autumn  of  last  year — and  though  some  of  us  may  dislike  tariffs  as  much 
as  we  dislike  w  ar,  if  they  are  the  only  means  discoverable,  after  full  discussion 
of  the  question,  of  preventing  Gerrnan  trade  ag-gression,  bv  all  means  let  us 
liave  them — so  long  as  they  discriminate  between  friendly  and  unfriendh 
nations.  — Tlie  Machinery  Market. 


A  Rumour  Contradicted. 

The  British  Thomson-Houston  Co.,  Ltd.,  of  Rugby,  in  reply  to  the 
allegation  that  it  is  a  subsidiarv  of,  or  is  controlled  by,  the  Allgemeine  Elek- 
tricitats  Cieselleschaft  of  Berlin,  states  that  the  suggestion  is  false,  and  that 
an  action  for  libel  has  been  commenced  against  those  responsible  for  spreading 
the  rumour.  It  is  added  that  the  Allgemein.e  Eliektricitats  Geseilschaft  does 
not,  and  never  did,  own  or  control  a  single  share  in  the  British  Thomson- 
Houston  Co.,  and  has  no  influence  whatever,  directly  or  indirectly,  on  its  affairs.

Mr.  Henry  Ford's  '*Tin  Can"  Speech. 

There  is  now  a  g'eneral  determination  amongst  tlie  daih*  newspapers  to 
refuse  Ford  Motor  Co.  advertisements,  and  we  hope  that  motor  car  papers 
will  do  the  same.  Mr.  Ford  has  only  intensified  his  offence  by  his  attempts 
to  bestow  patronage  in  a  Jorm  whicli  amounts  to  payment.  The  Press  is 
expected  to  excuse  or  condone  his  vulgiir  insult  to  the  representatives  of  France 
and  Britain  in  consideration  of  extra  advertising  patronage — that  is  only 
offering  an  insult  to  the  Press  in  addition  to  his  insult  to  our  country  and 
our  ally.  Mr.  Ford  has  been  loudly  advertised  for  a  gift  of  some  £2,000 
to  the  Canadian  Red  Cross  and  an  in^•estment  ot  t(",20o,ooo  in  the  Canadian 
War  Loan.  His  investment  is  safe  at  good  interest.  Considering  the 
millions  he  has  made  out  of  the  war.  liis  gift  is  nothing  to  brag  about — it 
might  be  safely  put  dow  n  as  a  cheap  advertisement  considering  the  free  para- 
graphs he  has  got  for  it,  were  it  not  that  nowadays  the  more  he  is  known 
the  more  he  will  be  disliked.  Mr.  Ford's  latest  idea  is  to  "  give  his  fortune 
(he  is  always  advertising  his  own  generosity)  to  promote  a  peace  conference, 
(jermany  should  be  willing  to  repay  that  investment  with  100  p.c.  interest. 
It  may  be  that  Mr.  Ford  is  merely  the  ridiculous  pacifist  the  Press  takes  him 
for  ;  but  there  are  tw  o  facts  against  this  theory.  First,  his  malice  against  this 
country  was  so  strong,  and  apparently  sincere,  that  it  overrode  all  considera- 
tions of  financial  interest,  and  it  was  not  balanced  by  any  similar  outburst 
against  the  Germans  who  are  plotting  revolution  in  America.  Secondly,  his 
peace  campaign  is  launched  at  the  moment  when  it  suits  German  interests. 
He  is  acting-  as  an  enemy  of  this  country  and  acting  in  a  way  that  could  not 
be  better  designed  and  timed  if  he  were  under  German  instructions.  Any 
neutral  country  that  allows  an  agitation  for  peace  at  this  stage  of  the  war 
can  only  be  regarded  as  an  enemv  of  the  Allies. — Tlie  Practical  Engineer.

No  Briton  with  anv  self-respec^t  would  continue 
to  deal  with  !^\)rd.  VVliat  do  the  staff  of  emplo}'ees  of  tlu-  h\)r(l  Motor  Co.  at 
iMancliester  thinlv  of  it  ? — 77/c  i^nicliciil  Jiii  oiiicci'. 


Debts  Due  to  Enemy  Firms. 

The  Council  of  the  Chamber  desires  to  call  attention  once  more  to  the 
provisions  of  this  Act,  which  make  it  incumbent  upon  all  persons  in  this 
country  who  are  indebted  to  persons  or  corporations  in  Enemy  Countries,  to 
supply  forthwith  to  the  Public  Trustee,  3  and  4,  Clements  Inn.  Strand, 
London,  W.C.,  particulars  of  such  indebtedness.  Notice  was  called  to  this 
shortly  after  the  passing-  of  the  Act.  Banks  and  Trading-  Corporations  in  this 
country  are  no  doubt  sufliciently  informed  as  to  their  oblig"ations,  but  judging- 
from  the  small  number'  of  such  debts  so  far  communicated  to  the  Public 
Trustees  it  would  appear  that  the  ordinary  trader  and  importer  from  Germany, 
Austria,  Turkey  or  Bulg-aria,  who  owes  a  balance  of  account  of  £^0  or  up- 
wards is  unaw'are  of  the  duty  laid  upon  him.  It  cannot  be  too  Avidely  known 
that  at  present  all  traders  who  fail  to  conform  to  the  above  law  are  liable  to 
a  penalty  of  £100,  with  the  risk  of  imprisonment  for  six  months,  or  both,  with 
accumulating  fines  of  ;^5o  per  diem  for  each  day  of  default.  Responsible 
employees  of  such  persons  are  also  under  the  same  obligation  and  subject 
to  the  same  penalties.

Goods  for  export  are  frequently  held  up  because  the  shipping  notes  sent 
to  the  Docks  with  the  goods  do  not  contain  particulars  required  by  the 
Customs  regulations  at  present  in  force. 

Arrangements  have  now  been  made  with  the  Custom  House  under  which 
goods  for  shipment  by  vessels  not  requiring  pre-entry  will  be  fiee  to  be  put 
on  board  ship  on  arrival  at  the  Docks,  provided  shipping  notes  duly  filled  up 
and  signed  by  the  shipper  are  sent  down  to  the  agent  of  the  steamers  at  the 
dock  to  reach  there  as  soon  as  the  goods. 

A  form  approved  by  the  Custom  House  is  enclosed  herewith,  and  I  am 
to  suggest  that  for  all  goods  sent  for  shipment  a  form  giving"  the  particulars 
required  should  be  promptly  sent  to  the  steamers'  agents  at  the  docks.  If 
this  is  done,  delay  in  shipment  will  be  avoided. 

I  am  to  request  that  you  will  kindly  assist  this  Committee  by  making 
this  arrangement  as_  widely  known  as  possible  to  shipowners  and  shippers.

policy,  loiiiially  aniuninccd  !)}■  llic  Oidci-in-Coimcil  ol  iilli  Mai-rh,  ic>i^,  is 
diri'clcd  to  suppicss  all  enemy  trade,  wluilici  inip(^it  or  ex|)(Mt.  Tlu'  main 
dillicndty  in  making;-  this  policy  t lioi()u^lil\'  elTective  arises  from  the  lact  that 
some  traders  in  sonu'  neutral  countries  are  makinj^-  themselves  aj^ents  lor 
the  suj^pl}'  ol  <4'oods  to  enemy  countries.  i^i'itish  firms  en<4"a<^ed  in  loreij^ii 
tradi',  therefore,  must  have  rej^^ard  to  these  circumstances  and  survey  with 
i^reat  caution  every  opening-  for  business  which  is  offered  them  by  neutral 
importcM's  or  exportei^s. 

Kspecial  care  should  be  taken  in  opening'  new  accounts  in  neutral 
coimtries,  and  in  relation  to  any  orders  or  enquiries  of  an  abnormal  character. 
In  any  case  ol  doubt  as  to  the  bona-fkles  of  particular  consignees,  business 
should  be  suspended  pending-  reference  to  the  Chairman,  'IVade  Clearing- 
House,  Central  Huildinj^s,  Westminster,  London,  S.VV.  It  is  inadvisable 
that  any  new  accounts  should  be  opened  by  any  British  trader  in  neutral 
countries,  during-  the  war,  witiiout  the  fullest  enquiries  as  to  the  character  of 
tht'  business  proposed  to  him. 

The  Board  feel  sure  that  the}'  can  reh'  upon  the  cordial  co-operation  of 
all  firms  enj^a^^ed  in  foreign  business  to  secure  the  siiccesslul  working-  of  the 
reprisals  policy. 

It  must  be  added  that  the  proclamations  relatiiig"  to  tradirii^-  with  the  enem}' 
cover  indirect  trading-  with  tlie  eriemy  throu.gh  neutral  ag'ents,  and  that  care- 
lessness in  transacting- ;  neutral  business  may  involve  traders  in  the  severe 
penalties  attaching-  to  trading  with  the  enemy. — TJie  Board  of  Trade  Journal. 


A  Wonderful  Invention. 

Mr.  A.  Roberts,  a  young-  Australian  inventor,  is  reported  to  have  invented 
an  aerial  wireless  torpedo,  which  he  proposes  to  offer  to  the  Common\\ealth 
Defence  Department.  He  claims  that  his  invention  is  now  so  perfect  that  he 
jcould,  from  a  captive  balloon  within  the  lines  of  the  Allies,  direct  a  torpedo 
anv  distance  within  a  view  rang-e,  say,  thirty  to  forty  miles.  .  The  torpedo  can 
be  directed  and  exploded  at  any  given  point  either  by  fuse  or  impact. 


Parcel  Post  to  Russia. 

The  service  to  Russia  via  Norway  and  Sweden  has  been  suspended,  while 
the  new  service  via  Norwav  and  Archangel  has  also  been  stepped.  Parcels 
are,  however,  now  accepted  for  transmiission  to  Russia  by  sea  direct  to 
Archangel.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  importation  of  cars  continued  to  increase  in  1913, 
thoug-h  not  at  the  same  rate  as  in  the  previous  year.  At  present  this  extension 
of  the  trade  principally  benefits  French  and  Italian  manufacturers,  who  enjoy 
reductions  in  the  tariff,  but  it  is  to  be  hoped  that,  when  the  commercial  treaty 
between  the  United  King'dom  and  l^ortuj^al,  which  gives  most-favoured-nation 
treatment  to  British  g^oods,  is  ratified,  tlie  United  King-dom  will  be  in  a  position 
to  participate. 


Opening  for  Trade.— Motor  Cars  and  Cycles. 

The  general  opinion  seems  to  be  that  the  motor  car  and  C}'cle  trade  of  the 
Caucasus  will  be  capable  of  much  development  as  soon  as  normal  conditions 
are  restored  to  the  country.  It  is,  therefore,  possible  for  British  manufac- 
turers according-  to  a  consular  report  from  Batoum,  to  obtain  a  larg-e  proportion 
of  the  business  which  has  hitherto  been  conducted  by  other  countries.  Even 
now  it  is  possible  the  demand  for  cars  would  be  considerable  if  only  the 
question  of  easy  and  cheap  transport  could  be  solved,  but  the  heavy  expenses 
connected  with  the  transit  of  cars  by  steamer  and  by  rail  from  the  United 
Kingdom  to  the  Caucasus  by  the  only  roundabout  routes  now  available  prevent 
prog-ress  in  the  trade  at  this  stag^e  of  events.  Lig-ht  cars  with  high  clearances 
and  commercial  cars  to  use  kerosene  fuel  would  have  considerable  success  in 
most  parts  of  the  Caucasus. 


Customs  Declarations  relative  to  Parcels  sent 

by  Post  to  France. 

The  French  Post  Oflfice  states  that  the  senders  of  parcels  by  post  to  France 
would  avoid  much  delay  to  their  parcels  if  they  furnished  on  the  Customs 
Declarations  a  full  description  of  the  g^oods,  and  particularly  if  the  descrip- 
tions used  were  those  of  the  French  customs  tariff.  It  is  also  required  that, 
when  the  goods  are  not  of  British  manufacture,  the  name  of  the  country  of 
origin  should  be  g-iven  on  the  Customs  Declaration  ;  and  it  is  recommended 
that  any  private  marks  of  the  sender  which  appear  on  the  parcels  them- 
selves should  be  repeated  on  the  Customs  Declaration.
